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PRINCE GEORGE SPRUCE DOLLARS FOR 2001:

In May, the Prince George Chamber of Commerce of Prince George, British Columbia, 
issued a 2001 dated $3.00 municipal trade token printed on white spruce, 2 % inches in 
diameter and 3 inch in thickness. For many years, this has been the largest wooden trade token 
issued in Canada. } 

Locally the wooden token sells for $3.00. Most woods are not redeemed for merchandise, 
but are kept as souvenirs by tourists and collectors. 

The obverse side is printed in red ink and commemorates the 90" anniversary of the Prince 
George Chamber of Commerce. The central design shows interlocked numbers ‘9’ and ‘0’. 
This is framed with the wording “The Chamber of Commerce / Celebrates 90 Years”. “Issue / # 
153” is at the far left center. “Value / $3.00” is at the far right center. “Expires Dec. 01” is 
below the design. “Prince George Chamber of Commerce” is around the top of the token, while 
“Negotiable Only For Merchandise / By Visitors To The White Spruce Capital” is around the 
bottom in two lines. 

The reverse side is printed in black and shows the usual map of British Columbia indicating 
where Prince George is situated. The Prince George mascot, a wooden man made of spruce and 
called ‘Mr. P.G.’ is shown in the upper right corner. The inscription around the outer part of the 
token reads: “The Centre City of British Columbia / The Western White Spruce Capital Of The 
World”. | 

Mike Vogal designed the wood. Rocket Signs and Promotions of Prince George printed five 

undred wooden tokens. The wooden tokens are cut with the grain of the wood. 

This is the 153" issue of large, spruce, municipal, trade tokens issued by the Prince George 
Chamber of Commerce. Their first wooden token was issued in 1958. At first the token was 
sold locally at $1.00 and more recently at $2.00. The first $3.00 token was issued in 1999. 

The 2001 $3.00 wooden token is available postpaid for $5.45 for Canadian residents and 
$3.87 U.S. for American residents by writing to Prince George Chamber of Commerce, Attn.

Specimens of a few recent back issues are also still 
available.

Somehow during the printing of the five hundred 2001 dated $3.00 wooden trade tokens 
issued by the Prince George Chamber of Commerce, there was discovered a printing error on 
twenty (20) of them. The error involves part of the “9” of ‘90’ that should have been printed 
within and near the left side of the “O” but somehow was left blank. 7hese 20 error woods have 
all been sold to collectors at a premium price. The error wood is shown here. 
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NEWLY DISCOVERED WOOD FROM NORTH BAY, ONTARIO: 

A few thousand of these woods were issued by the RORAB 
SHRINE CLUB of North Bay, Ontario and were used in place of 
cash at the bars and food locations at their year 2000 Rameses 
Shriners Spring Ceremonial held in North Bay in June of 2000. 

The tokens were laser printed on ash wood. On the one side is 
the crest which is the international Shrine Crest. On the other 
side 1s “The Shriner’ carrying a physically challenged child 
through the Gateway to the North (a well-known logo for the 
City of North Bay). Rameses is the name of one of three 
Temples in Ontario with 5100 members and representing 39 
Shrine Clubs geographically from Hamilton and the Niagara 
region east to Kingston, and north to Timmins/Cochrane and Kapuskasing. 

The Spring Ceremonial is a convention held annually (in a different location) primarily to 
initiate new members into the Shrine. No Shrine event of this magnitude is complete without a 
Shriners’ Parade. In 2001, this event will take place in Belleville and in 2002 in Niagara Falls. 

Rorab is the name of the North Bay Shrine Club and comes from a gentleman by the name 
of Rorabeck, who was a well-known druggist in North Bay in the early 1900’s. He was very 
instrumental in the origination of the Shrine Club there. 

Your editor was able to get a very few of these woods. I'l] mail you one for a SASE plus the
